New Electrical Clock with Beautiful Chimes 


Over Its Doors. 
Probably the Best Eq- 


uipped Bank in Central Pennsylvania. 


New Vault with Private Lockers and Modern Fur- 


niture, Counters, Etc. 


Last Monday the Everett Bank of \ 
Everett, Pa., installed one of the 
most unique and most modern im- 
provements for banking institutions 
known in this section of the State. 
This innovation consists of an elec- 
trical clock hung ahove its doors "by 
which all travelers may, at a glance, 
find the hour of the day. The master 
or controlling clock is hung in the 
banking room just above the vault 
and has a dial of 13 inches of oak 
finish with plate glass door and plate 
glass panel, sides. 
This master clock is connected by 
wire cable with two secondary clocks 
outside, facing -east and west, which 
have in their mechanism five tubular 
chime bells. < The electrical current 
is furnished by a battery of 16 dry 
cells. 
The revolutionary action of 
the master clock closes and breaks the 
current which controls the secondary 
clocks outside. 
The outside frame is nine by three 
feet and extends from the building 
five feet. Above the dials is the sign 
"Everett Bank" which is illuminated 
at night by three Tungsten lamps. 
The sign is cut into a plate of cop- 
per placed over a plate of pearl glass 
one-fourth inch thick. The finish ol 
the outside case is of a soft green 
color. The hands do not move con- 
tinuously a,s of a watch but change 
every minute and every fifteen min- 
utes or each quarter hour the chimes 
peal. 
Upon the first quarter hour 


four bells strike the Cathedral peal 
of the Westminster chimes: 


"Lord, through this hour—" 


At the half hour eight bells strike 
th'e Reveille Peal of the "Wellington 
Chimes. ?At the three quarter hour, 
twelve bells peal the Reveille and at 
the even hour sixteen bells peal out 
the full Westminster Chime: 


Lord', through this hour, 


Be! thou our guide. 
So by thy power 


.No foot shall slide. 


The hour strike in different full 
tones, fblijows this chime. 


Chimes^ were probably .first known 
in Germany in the monasteries about 
1487." {The finest chimes in the world 
are at* Copenhagen and at Antwerp. 
In England.'the Westminster Chimes 
of which, the Everett Bank's are imi- 
tations. ar.e the best.

Sour Skim Milk For Calves 


That in summer time calves do as 


well on sour skim milk as they do 
on sweet will be interesting news to 
many farmers who have hitherto 
been kept from raising calves by th'e 
expense of keeping the milk sweet in 
hot weather. 
This expense experi- 


ments carried out by the department 
indicate to be quite unnecessary. The 
calves will make as rapid gains on 
sour skim- milk. 
In wiFi«"",— it is 
true, this is not quite so satisfactory. 
It chills the calves and some of them 
drink it with great reluctance. Very 
young calves have even been known 
to refuse it altogether. 
On the other 
hand, of course, it is much easier" to 
keep the milk sweet in winter. 
In calling the attention of farmers 
to these facts, however, the depart- 
ment at the same time emphasizes 
an important precaution. Unless the 
milk is produced and kept under 
cleanly conditions, it may become 
contaminated with disease-producing 
bacterian. 
Farmers should there- 
fore allow the milk to sour quickly 
and then feed it without delay. 
In the course of these experiments 
sour skim milk was fed to 22 calves, 
Holsteins, Jerseys and Guernseys, at 
different seasons of tne year. 
In no 
case did it cause digestive disturb- 
ances even when the change from 
sweet to sour milk was made abrupt- 
ly wnen the calves were only a few 
days old. Moreover, no evil results 
followed the alternate use of sweet 
and sour. 
It seems, therefore, that 
the common idea that sour milk 
leads to scours is quite unfounded'. 


The calves, it was found, did not 
like the sour milk as well as the 
sweet, but in the majority of cases 
soon became accustomed to it. The

The W. C. T. U., the Anti-Saloon 
League, Good Templars and Sons of 
Temperence are waiving their ban- 
ners and shouting their denuncia- 
tions at the demon rum. 
Railroad 
and other corporations are showing 
an increasing disposition to employ 
only total abstainers. The sideboard 
has been abolished in a large propor- 
tion of the homes where it once flour- 
ished. 
The Sunday Schools devote 
one Sunday'every quarter to warning 
the juvenile mind against even the 
most moderate drinking. Public din- 
ners are held at which hardly a wine 
bottle dare to make its appearance. 
At parties the harmless lemonade has 
driven the seductive punch from the 
field. 


From all this one would infer that 


the demon rum was in full flight. It 
might be supposed that the income 
tax would have to be doubled to 
make up for the heavy losses in the 
beer and whisky taxes. 
But when 


we ask the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue what he was going • to do 
about it he asks, "About what?" and 
when we tell him, "About the effect 
of the prohibition movement on the 
national revenues," he says wearily 
that he is not aware that it is having 
any -effect.

The universal problem during the 
summer months is how to keep the 
house cool enough for human habita- 
tion. The first step is to keep the 
external heat out of the house and 
the next is to avoid any more inter- 
ior heat'than is absolutely necessary 
Keeping the heat outside of the 
house is easy enough.

, ble to keep a hot fire in the coal 
range, to burn heat-producing oil 
lamps, and expect fo keep the house 
cool. 
Electricity has contributed more 
than anything else towards keeping

ever the days are hot, displacing the 
palm leaf fan of the south and the 
jjunka of the Orient.

• room table, the office desk, for walls 
and ceilings, for every time, place 
and occasion. The small eight-inch 
fans cost but % of a cent for an 
hour's cooling breeze. 
Ironing day is the hardest day of 
the week for every housewife during 
the hot summer months. To be shut 
up in a hot room with a flaming gas 
or red-hot coal stove, handling hot 
irons, with the mercury hovering 
close to 100, is far from comfort. 
Ironing is hard work at best and 
doubly so in warm weather. 
The 
handy little electric flatiron makes It 
entirely possible to do this work 
without a fire, in the coolest part of 
the house—even out on the back 
porch—-with ease and comfort. The 
cooking; can be done on an electric 
range, or even with a few of the ordi- 
nary electric cookingjJeyices, sach.as' 
the chafing, dish, ,the disk stove;'cook- 
ers and broilers, which are readily- 
attached to the electric light sockets^ 
and do not waste cheat.

They will 
not overheat the room and, better 
yet, they do not consume the air or 
poison it with noxious gases when' 
fresh air is so scarce and necessary. 
The electric motors also contrib- 
ute in no small way towards keeping 
the house cool in summer. The mo- 
tor will, if given a chance, do much 
of the "hard work about the house, 
from washing- clothes and turning 
the wringer to operating the vacuum 
cleaner for sweeping and dusting. 
The small motor-driven refrigerating 
plant is far better than the old fash- 
ioned ice-box for home use. 
It is 
practically automatic in its operation 
and maintains a constant low tem- 
perature for the preservation of food- 
stuffs.

Sir—Answer your wire, it can at 
least be said that the first sixteen 
months of President Wilson's admin- 
istration has been industrially and 
otherwise less open to criticism than 
the last sixteen months of President 
Roosevelt's administration. The dis- 
astrous panic of 1907, preceded and 
followed by widespread financial and 
industrial depression, was a hun- 
dredfold worse than anything so oc- 
curring in this administration. 


Moreover, we have had no such 
scandals as those Jianpening during 
the Roosevelt regin^ connected with 
the Colorado Coal and Iron Company 
and the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company, when the law was violated 
with the consent and even under the 
promised protection of national au- 
thority; and during this administra- 
tion the President has not counte- 
nanced any sinister plot to foment a 
revolution in a friendly nation, be-

RIVER AND HARBOR "PORK" 


The river and harbor bill now 


pending in the Senate will probably 
provide for, a commission, to stqp the 
practice of handing out money in 
small driblets of "pork." 
The idea 


is that economically sound projects 
shall be put through promptly, while 
others shall wait. 


There is one river in the State of 


Louisiana where money has been 
spent regularly since 1828. The lit- 
tle freight that passed over it for a 
recent 12 months cost $93 a ton for 
maintenance charge's only. 


When a representative goes to 


Washington, he feels the eagle eye 
of his constituents on him, expecting 
him to do things. 
But he is almost 


as unknown to the nation as the tour- 
ist who sits in the galleries. 
He is 


appointed to some obscure commit- 
tee, on the Congressional library, or 
on ventilation of the House. 
This 


gives him no chance, for action, oth- 
er than to get a report occasionally 
buried' in the Congressional Record. 
Jf he rises to discuss the tariff, the 
other members nee to the cloak 
rooms. 


But he soon learns that by great 


activity in working for river and har- 
bor money and public buildings for 
lis district, he may obtain a certain 
spurious and shoddy home promi- 
nence. 


As a result of his efforts, it may 


cost the government $5,000 a year 
for interest andd care of a public 
building, where $1,000 in rent would 
have given all ^needed accommoda- 
tions. He may deepen shallow creeks 
never intended for any more impor- 
tant navigation than the motor boats 
of the summer boarders. 
But his 


;-activity, and the activity of those like 
him, not merely ar6 constantly add- 
ing to the taxpayers' burdens, but 
they delay many worthy projects 
that drag along indefinitely.

The modern poultry house usually 


depends upon ventilation to prevent 
it from becoming uncomfortable from 
excessive humidity, which is an ex 
ceedingly difficult thing to do during 
a prolonged period of damp weather 
Litter is usually of such material tha 
it absorbs water readily and at such 
times as mentioned above becomes in 
tolerably damp. Because of the fowls 
close and constant contact,' damp litter 
causes more colds and cases of roup 
than extremely low temperatures, ant

GET MORE MONEY FOR EGGS 


Much Loss Can Be Avoided by. Keep- 


Ing Rooster Out of Flock—Many 


Eggs Are Bad. 


fey H. L. KBMPSTBR, Missouri Experi- 
ment Station.) 


Bad eggs cause Missouri farmers 


a loss of between three and four mil- 
lion dollars annually. Government ex- 
perts estimate that five per cent of 
the eggs' marketed have developing 
fhickens and that three per cent are 
"rots" due to the embryo decaying. All 
these losses could be avoided by keep- 
ing roosters out of the • flocks, thus 
having only infertile eggs produced, 
if Missouri farmers would follow this 
plan, they could save one and three- 
fourths millions of dollars annually. 


Infertile eggs produced by flocks 


in which there are no male birds are 
the only kind that can reach the con- 
sumer in good condition during the 
hot summer months. The only object 
in having a male bird in the flock is 
to get fertile eggs for hatchirig pur- 
poses. Now that the hatching season 
is over, the Missouri college of agri- 
culture urges all farmers to sell oft 
all the roosters or shut them away 
from the hens. 


Last year in July and August near- 


ly one-half of the eggs leaving the 
farms were unfit for food. The farm- 
er, as a result, received a low price. 
Prevent that loss this year by getting 
rid of the rooster. Now is the tima 
to act .to prevent future losses. 


FREE RANGE FOR THE CHICKS 


Fed in Hoppers With Two Compart- 


ments—Water Given From Barrel 


Placed In Cool Place. 


(By R. G. WEATHER3TONE.) 


When incubator chickens are from 


eight to ten weeks old, we give them 
a free range, and feed them from 
hoppers, which are filled once a week. 
These hoppers have two compart- 
ments, one for the meal mixture and 
the other for the- cracked grains. 
Some poultry men water tSeir chicks 
only once a week. They use a good- 
sized barrel, fill it with water, and 
haul it to a shady place where it will 
keep cool. The barrel is fitted with a 
tap, which la set so as to let the water 
drop into a pan just fast enough to 
keep up the supply without waste. 
This plan is followed till the time for 
rounding up the chicks for the win- 
ter.
